< Passage of a $100,000,000 bond 
issue to finance some of the 
$219,000,000 worth of public im- 
provements suggested by city de- 
partment heads might require a 
rise in the tax rate of about 40’ 
cents on the $100 of assessed 
valuation, Comptroller Milton 
Carpenter told the Post-Dispatch 
‘today. 

‘Phe figure of $100,000,000 is a 
hypothetical one for ease of com- 
putation and the rise in the tax 
wate is based upon several as- 


sumptions. 

Carpenter explained that 1 cent 
inthe tax rate produces about 
$130,000 annually on the present 
total assessment. The state Con- 
stitution requires that no munici- 
pal bond can be outstanding more 
than 20 years. Thus, if the bonds 
were redeemed at the rate of 
$5,000,000 annually for the next 
20 years, revenue needed for this 
purpose would require a tax rate 
of about 39 cents. 

Requirements Could Change. 

This 39-cent figure ie based on 
the assumption that $5,000,000 
would be retired annually. The 
requirements would change if 
some of-the bond retirements 
were deferred to later years when 
redemption of bonds now out- 
standing has been eompleted. In 
short, the schedule of retirements 
would have a direct bearing on 
the tax rate required. 

It is unlikely that all bonds 
would be issued at once since the 
improvements could not be initi- 
ated that rapidly. Thus, it is im- 
gm that $100,000,000 would 

outstanding at any one time, 
and interest requirements would 
be reduced accordingly. . . 

Carpenter pointed out that the 
established interest and sinking 
fund rate of 40 cents has been 
reduced over the last two years 
to 18 cents and the 22-cent dif- 
ference transferred to generel 
revenue. This was done to avert 
a deficit threatened by the then 
impending loss of the earnings 
tax revenue. 
| The advantage of the 40-cent 
rate was that it usually allowed a 
surplus of several million dollars 
to accumulate in the years when 
debt retirement did not require 
the full rate. This provided a 
“cushion” for the years when ma- 
turities were heavier than usual 
and thus avoided a temporary 
rise in the rate in those years, 
Carpenter said. 

There is very little “cushion” 
provided by the present rate, but 
Carpenter believes the city can 
get along for another fiscal year 
without a rise in the rate, pro- 
vided no new bonds are issued 
soon. ’ 

Debts Coming Due. 

Some doubt exists, however, as 
to this possibility because there 
is a likelihood that bond funds 
are going to needed shortly to 
finance some of the 1944 bond 
issue projects that are reaching 
the stage where cash is required. 
In addition, the 1944 fund now 
owes some $8,037,000 to general

Nichols was driving west on 
Upton.

This startling admission was 
published in Rude Pravo, official 
Czechoslovak Communist news- 
paper. Premier Antonin Zapo- 
tocky was quoted as blaming food 
and coal shortages for the rebel- 


lion, 

The Communist president, 
Klement Gottwald, previously ad- 
mitted that production of milk, 
eggs and farm goods in Czecho- 
slovakia has fallen lower than it 
was in 1947, before the Commu- 
nists seized power. 

The admissions lent weight to 
Western reports that the Soviet 
Union’s 
Czechoslovakia have been severe- 
ly milking the nation and pro- 
ducing chaotic conditions. The 
production of heavy industry 
goods for Russia has cost the 
satellite country terrifically, push- 
ing down its former high stand- 
ard of living. There have be 
reports of open “hunger demon- 
strations” in defiance of Com- 
munist police. 

People Can’t Buy Coal. 

Zapotocky’s admission came in 
an address to miners in Kladno. 
He said: | 

“People complain among other 
things that they cannot buy coal 
for the winter and that their food 
rations are insufficient. We can- 
not provide the people with coal 
that is required for our industrial 
plan and the plants lack hundreds 
af Domsnnee © wore ot fon ‘. 

“Among people there 
discontent and rebellion, but 
against this rebellion there is no 
help. It can only be eliminated 
by fullfilment of the plan. 

“People say that although we 
have done away with capitalist 
profit, we have replaced it with 
profits for the state through the 
exploitation of human labor and 
that there is no difference.” 

The Premier complained that 
Czechoslovaks “go to work, but 
they do not work, and they op- 
pose ‘the new Soviet working 
methods.” 

The Kladno mine, where he 
spoke, employed 1282 workers in 
1949 but only 1152 today because 
of absenteeism and other causes, 
the Premier said, adding that 
though production had risen 49 
per cent over 1949, wages had to 
be increased 104 per cent. 

“When our people run into dif- 
ficulties,” he said, “they ask if 
‘we have not exaggerated our 
plans and whether the plans can 
be fulfilled. They can be, if we 
apply ourselves.” 

The recent purge trial was a 
reflection of this economic dif- 
ficulty for which the Gottwald 
government apparently had to 
find scapegoats. 

All Zionists Called Spies. 

Gottwald told a Communist 
party congress in Prague yester- 
day that “all Zionist organiza- 
tions have become espionage 
groups since the state of Israel 
was established.” 

His speech, broadcast by the 
Prague radio, repeated anti-Israel 
statements which highlighted the 
recent treason trial of Rudolph 
Slansky, former Communist party 
boss, arid 13 other former mem- 
bers of the top -hheirarchy of the 
party. Eleven of those tried were 
Jews. Eleven of the defendants 
have been executed. 

“It's very easy for Zionists to 
penetrate into Communist parties 
because of the resistance among 
common people against anti-Sem- 
itism and because of the sympa- 
thy prevailing among the peoples 
for Jewish s during the 
last war,” said ald.

PARIS, Dec. 17 (UP)—Supreme 
Allied Commander Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway and his American 
Chief of staff appealed today to 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation not to wreck’ a proposed 
$428,000,000° Allied base-building 
program in Europe. 

Ridgway and Gen. Alfred M. 
Gruenther made last ditch ap- 
peals to the NATO council to sup- 
port the program of the American 
commander-in-chief. 

A committee of the defense and 
finance ministers of the 14-nation 
a 
base-building program of $235,- 
200,000. Under the Ridgway plan 
the United States would put up 
42.8 per cent of the total. 

Ridgway and Gruenther’s ap- 
peal was aimed at saving a pro- 
gram which planned 30 air fields 
and a number of supply depots 
to strengthen the defense of west- 
ern Europe.

The council approved a resolu- 
tion calling for prompt ratification 
by the six member nations of the 
European Defense Community 
treaty which would put 500,000 
German troops in a western al- 
liance. 

Lord Ismay, secretary general 
of NATO, told a press conference 
that in the discussion Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden of Brit- 
ain renewed the Western Allied 
offer to meet with the Russians 
to seek a non-military solution to 
the German problem: 

“Mr. Eden,” Lord Ismay said, 
“recalled that the Soviet Govern- 
ment still has not replied to a 
note of the United States, the 
United Kingdom and France of 
Sept. 23, offering early consulta- 
tions for planning all-German 
elections. He emphasized that the 
offer still holds good.” 


East German Arming. 


In his report to the NATO 
council, he said, Eden reported 
that “the Soviet government is 
pressing forward at increased 
speed with the Sovietization of 
the East zone (of Germany.)” 

“He pointed out,” Ismay add- 

ed, “that the East German armed 
forces recently were rapidly ex- 
panded and transformed into an 
army and that an East German 
air force and navy were being 
raised. 
* “He expressed the view that 
this marked the transformation of 
East German forces from a para- 
military force to a military ma- 
chine,” 

The council, responding with its 
resolution on the European army, 
expressed “the paramount im- 
portance which the Atlantic com- 
munity attaches to the rapid en- 
try into force of the treaty estab- 
lishing the European Defense 
Community and consequently to 
its ratification. ...” 

Resolution on Indochina. 

The council] also approved a 
résolution whith safd that “ 
campaign waged by the French 
Union forces in Indochina de- 
serves continuing support from 
the NATO governments.” 

The resolution was regarded by 
France as an important first step 
toward winning agreement by its 
allies—and especially the United 
States—to contribute additional 
equipment and funds for the Indo- 
china war where, France says, 
help is urgently needed. 

There was no indication that 
NATO was planning any collec- 
tive action in Indochina. 
resolution passed at today’s coun- 
cil of foreign ministers declared 
that “resistance to direct or in- 
direct aggression in any part of 
the world is an essential cc ntribu- 
tion to the common security of 
the free world.” 

The resolution added: “The re- 
sistance of the free nations in 
Southeast Asia, as in Korea, is 
in the fullest harmony with the 
aims and ideals of the Atlantic 
community.”

BELGRADE, Dec. 17 (AP) — 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz broke 
diplomatic relations with the 
Vatican today, telling the Vati- 
can’s ranking diplomat in Bel- 
grade to withdraw from the 


try as quickly as possible. The 
action was a sequel to Pope Pius 
XII’s naming of Archbishop 
Aloysius Stepinac as a cardinal 
of the Roman Catholic Church. 

As a result of the rupture, 
Archbishop Stepinac may be un- 
able to receive next month his 
=e hat designating his cardinal- 
ship. 
Ales Bebler, deputy foreign 
minister, called in the Vatican 
charge d'affaires, Msgr. Silvio di 
Oddi, to inform him of the break 
in relations, and asked him to 
leave Yugoslavia. Msgr. Di Oddi 
has been in charge of the Vati- 
can’s diplomatic office, or nuncia- 
ture, here since the American 
Archbishop Joseph P. Hurley, 
nuncio to Belgrade, left Yugo- 
slavia some years ago. 

Later today the Belgrade radio 
broadcast its version of the break 
‘in relations. It said the decision 


“will not have any bearing on its 
principle attitude regarding free- 
dom of religion and freedom of 
worship as provided by the Yugo- 
slav constitution.” 

The broadcast said: 


“The Yugoslav government in 
its note stresses that it protested 
in a note to the Holy See on 
Nov. 1, 1952, against the acts of 
the Vatican and its representation 
in Belgrade which it character- 
ized as gross interference in the 
internal affairs of Yugoslavia. 


“The same note expressed the 
Yugoslav government’s readiness 
to improve relations with the 
Vatican if the Holy See had any 
intention to have the conflict be- 
tween the Catholic Church and 
the State removed. 


“The mentioned note stresses 
that these conflicts followed pri- 
marily because the predominant 
part of the high Catholic clergy | 
in Yugoslavia does not wish or 
does not know how to bring its 
acts to conform with constitu- 
tional principles on the separa- 
tion of state and Church and on

ENDS FORMALLY

Month Drive Totals 
$5,350,314 — $202,686

The Community Chest cam- 
paign for 1953 formally ended 
today at a meeting which listed 
$146,840 in new contributions 
and brought the total raised in 
the two-mpnth drive to $5,350,- 
314, or 96 per cent of the goal. 

This total is $202,686 less than 
the $5,553,000 needed to finance 
next year’s program for the 103 
Chest health and welfare agencies 
and the United Service Organiza- 


tions. 

Louis A. Hager Jr., general 
campaign chairman, said solicita- 
tion by 12,000 volunteers in the 
city and county divisions, which 
exceeded their quotas, is virtually 
complete, but a certain amount 
of “cleanup” solicitation contin- 
ues after demobilization of the 
campaign organization. He ex- 
pressed the hope that this con- 
eluding effort, together with ad- 
ditional contributions from those 
earnestly desiring to see 5t. 
Louis meet its full obligations to 
the welfare agencies, may close 
the gap. 

In the drive last year, the 
Chest achieved its goal of 
$5,523,123, and in 1950 slightly 
exceeded the goal by raising 
$5,154,123, but fell short in the 
five preceding years. The goal 
this year was the largest amount 
ever sought. 

The county division, of which 
Mrs. James Lee Johnson is chair- 
man, was the first to go over 
the top, and with $2009 added 
today has raised $257,043, or 105 
per cent of its quota. The city 
division, led by Mrs. David R. 
Calhoun, reported new contribu- 
tions of $2978 for a total of 
$213,101, or 102 per cent of its 
quota. These divisions handled 
solicitation in the residential 
sections.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
President-elect Eisenhower and 
Gen. Douglas MacArthir con- 
ferred today and they said after- 
ward they had a very pleasant re- 
union and discussed the problem 
of peace in Korea and the rest of 
the world. 


The history-making conference 
was held in the home of John 
Foster Dulles, who will be Secre- 
tary of State in the new Repub- 
lican administration. 

The session grew out of Mac- 
Arthur’s statement in a New York 
speech Dec. 5 that there is “a 
clear and definite solution to the 
Korean conflict.” 

Eisenhower, who*was then in 
Korea seeking a formula for 
peaceful settlement of the war 
there, sent a message to Mac- 
Arthur that he would like to con- 
fer with him. MacArthur accepted 
and the session was held today.

Without going into the slight- 
est detail regarding the nature 
of their conference, Eisenhower 
said he had had a “very fine con- 
versation” with MacArthur, and 
that they had discussed not only 
the problem of winning peace in 
Korea, but the problem of aehiev- 
ing peace throughout the world, 


MacArthur’s Comment, 

MacArthur, who was in charge 
of Korean forces until he was 
ousted from his Far Eastern com- 
mand by President Truman last 
year, said he had had a “very 
pleasant reunion” with the Presi- 
dent-elect. 

He said it had been nearly six 
years since he had seen Eisen- 
hower, who had referred to Mac- 
Arthur as “my old commander.” 
That meeting was when Elsen- 
hower as chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff visited Tokyo. 
MacArthur remarked that his 
session with the President-elect 
marked resumption of a friend- 
ship of 35 years’ standing. Mac- 
Arthur supported Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft, of Ohio, in the con- 
test for the Republican 
dential nomination. He no 
campaign speeches for Eisenhow- 
er after the convention. 

As the two generals walked to- 
gether toward autbmobiles at the 
curb they were asked if they in- 
tended to meet again in the near 
future.

Lattimore replied “I am, of 
course, innocent,” to charges re- 
‘turned late yesterday by a federal 
grand jury here. He is a Far East- 
ern affairs specialist and occa- 
sional State Department consul- 
tant often accused by Senator 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. Mc- 
Carthy in 1950 called Lattimore 
“the top Soviet espionage agent 
in America.” 

“Pure moonshine,” replied Lat- 
timore, 52-year-old director of the 
Walter Hines Page School of In- 
ternational Relations at Johns 
Hopkins University, Baltimore. 


On Leave From University. 
. The university president, Dr. 
Detley Bronk, announced last 
night that Lattimore had been 
given a leave of absence, with 
pay, “until a federal court shail 
have passed upon the charges.” 

The indictment prompted Sena- 

tor Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, 
to call for a Congressional investi- 
gation “to try to find out the 
mames of the patron saints“ of 
Lattimore and career diplomat 
‘John Carter Vincent. 
.. Vincent was suspended by the 
State Department Monday from 
his post as Minister to Tangier 
after the Civil Service Commis- 
sion’s loyalty review board ruled 
there was “reasonable doubt” as 
to his loyalty. 

“Some committee should seek 
the answers as to why Lattimore 
and Vincent have been protected 
so long and so effectively in 
their jobs in the face of all 
the evidence,” Mundt told a re- 
porter yesterday.

Informed sources 
in Washington said the United 
States was ready to advance up to 
$100,000,000 in an effort to break 
the deadlock and help restore 
flow of Iran’s oil to the western 
nations, 

Such aid would hinge on agree- 
ment by Iran and Britain to co- 
operate in a settlement. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (UP) — 
John Foster Dulles, Secretary of 
State-designate, denied yesterday 
that he was supporting a proposed 
settlement of the British-Iranian 
oil dispute, as some sources had 
reported, . 

A statement issued in Dulles's 
behalf by James C. Hagerty, Pres- 
ident-elect Eisenhower's press sec- 


denied the object was to estab- 
lish the Communist party line. 
There was sworn testimony at 
another point in the investigation 
that President Roosevelt appoint- 
ed Lattimore as adviser to Chi- 
ang Kai-shek in 1941 on the rec- 
ommendation of Lauchlin Currie. 
Currie, then an assistant to 
Roosevelt, has been accused of 
having been a Communist. Again 
the accusation came from Buédenz, 
and has been denied by Currie. 
During the hearing, Lattimore 
acknowledged that at a Moscow 
meeting of the I.P.R. in 1936 
he asked Soviet representatives 
whether “there was any special 
interest in the U.S.S.R. about the 
question of air bases in the Pa- 
cific.” He said, however, that he 
was merely inquiring whether the 
Russians would be interested in 
an article on the subject in Pa- 
cific Affairs. 

Before the hearing ended, Lat- 
timore had also testified in effect 
that he tried to get President 
Truman to give American ‘ mili- 
tary aid to the Chinese Reds in 
1945. He did not say so in so 
many words, but he conceded to 
the investigating Senators that he 
tried to influence the President 
against limiting the aid to the 
Chinese Nationalists alone. He 
estified that his concern was 
that in giving aid to the National- 
ists and none to the Communists 
the United States would give the 
impression it was taking sides in 
Chinese domestic affairs. 
Lattimore was born in Wash- 
ington. He was educated in 
England and later at Harvard. He 
was working in China as early as 
1920, and it was from that time 
that his interest in and knowledge 
of Chinese affairs began to de- 
velop,

COURT RULES DUKE, 
NOT FIRM, MUST AID 
QUEEN AT CROWNING 


LONDON, Dec. 17 (AP)—Sup- 
porting the Queen’s arm while 
she holds the royal scepter is a 
service which simply cannot be 


performed by a corporation, the 
Coronation Court of Claims held 
today. 

If such a service is to be per- 
formed it is the ancient privilege 
of the Duke of Newcastle, who 
now lives in Southern Rhodesia, 
the court said. 

The court is an official learned 
body which is making the final 
rulings on details of the corona- 
tion ceremonial next June 2. 
The London & Fort George 
Land Co. thought it had a case 
for presenting Queen Elizabeth II 
with a globe for her right hand, 
and supporting the arm which 
supports the scepter. Such serv- 
ices have long been the privilege 
at ‘coronations of the Dukes of 
Newcastle. The company’s claim 
was based on the fact that while 
the present Duke has left the 
country, most of his properties 
have been merged with the hold- 
ings of the corporation. It argued 
that his ceremonial privilege had 
been merged, too. 

The court held the royal arm 
must .be supported by a living 
duke and that a stock company, 
no matter who owns it, simply 
does not qualify.

KITTY HAWK, N.C., Dec. 17 
(AP)—Three Air Force Sabre jets 
will slap historic Kill Devil Hill 
with a triple sonic boom today, in 
ultra-modern tribute to the birth- 
plaee of aviation. o 

An F-86 speed run across the 
historic site also was on the pro- 
gram for the ceremony celebrat- 
ing the forty-ninth anniversary of 
the Wright Brothers’ take-off in 
their flying machine at 31 miles 
an hour. 


The sonic poom gets its name 
from the terrific blast, like a 
thunderclap, that results when jet. 
planes dive from a high altitude. 
As they pick up speed in the dive 
they crash through the sonic bar- 
rier—760 miles an hour at sea 
level—then pull out of the dive 
while the sound reverberations 
continue downward until they 
strike the earth. A sonic boom 
can be heard over a wide area. 


The laying of wreaths in 
memory of Wilbur and Orville 
Wright is a traditional part of the 
Kitty Hawk ceremony. This year’s 
wreaths were from Manteo and 
Elizabeth City, N. C., and from 
Dayton, O., the home of the 
Wrights. 

A feature of the program was

COMMONWEALTH PREMIERS 
TO MEET AFTER CORONATION 


LONDON, Dec. 17 (UP)—Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill said 
today that another British Com- 
monwealth prime ministers’ meet- 
ing will be held here after the 
coronation of Queen Elizabeth I] 
next June. 

Churchill made his announce- 
ment in the House of Commons. 

A Commonwealth prime min- 
isters’ conference ended here last 
week after drawing up plans to 
redress the balance between the 
dollar and the pound in the 
world’s business affairs. 
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of a series of speakers who de- 
voted this morning’s session to 
charges of American germ war- 
fare in Korea.

Surgeon Separates Them at Once 


Operation Simple, He Says, Because No 
Vital Organs Were Involved — 
Pair in Incubators.

CLEVELAND, Dec. 17—Twin 
girls, joined at the chest were 
successfully separated within two 
hours of their birth Sunday, it 
was announced yesterday by 
Mount Sinai Hospital officials. 

Dr. Jac S. Geller the surgeon 
who performed the operation, 
said yesterday that the twins are 
in incubators where they are 
“doing fine.” He said he saw no 
reason why both girls should not 
lead normal and healthy lives. 

“The operation was really very 
simple,” Dr. Geller said, “because 
no vital organs were involved.” 

The operation is rare because 
joined twins occur only once in 
about 500,000 births ‘and those 
which can be separated are even 
rarer. Medical authorities say 
that other cases of successful 
separation are on record, but in 
all cases no vital organs were in- 
volved.

party has been tobogganing downhill at a furious rate. 


Yoshida’s consistent ineptness 
since October makes him look 
like a man intent on committing 
political hari-kari. 

Attacked on half a dozen is- 
sues, Yoshida will be lucky to 
hold his government together 
through the wirter for new elec- 
tions in the spring. He may fall 
at any time. 


His fall would be a blow to 
American-Japanese co-operation 
because he is almost certain to 
be succeeded by a less friendly 
Prime Minister. 


’ Strikes and Scandals. 
Issues on which the attack is 
proceeding include: . 


Strikes—Gas, electric, coal and 
transportation strikes had been 
fn progress for more than a 

onth until suspended today, and 
~ be resumed later. Tokyo is 
suffering from cold houses. 

Scandals—A series of charges 
fn the Diet has pointed up bene- 
fits reaped .by Yoshida’s friends 
and appointees.

Indecision on rearmament— 
While everybody knows Japan has 
been rearming rapidly, Yoshida 
continues to contend in the Diet 
that the country cannot afford re- 
armament at this time. 

Press relations—Yoshida and 
the press are anything but friend- 
ly. The Prime Minister’s partic- 
tiular aversion to having his pic- 
ture taken has become almost an 
oltsession in ducking photograph- 
ers even when pictures would 
help his cause. 

Pro-Americanism—The opposi- 
tion is claiming that Yoshida is 
permitting the United States too 
much freedom in Japan. The par- 

icular point of contention is the 
ecurity forees agreement which 
exempts*’even American office 
workers:from prosecution under 
Japanese law. 

~ \Party Is Divided. 

Those are the issues on which 
Yoshida is being punished by his 
enemfes, ‘but the real weakness of 
the Yoshida government is within 
his own Liberal party. 

The party won a clear majority 


over Japan's other four major 
parties Oct. 2. But the Liberal 
party has a faction that is anti- 
Yoshida. 

This faction is controlled by 
Ichiro Hatoyama, leader of the 
Liberal party until he was purged 
by Gen. MacArthur for oe 
glowing accounts of Hitler 
the German war machine. 

Hatoyama was about to become 
Prime Minister when he was dis- 
qualified after the war. Yoshida 
was recruited to carry the Liberal 
leadership until Hatoyama was 
eligible to return to politics. 

But Yoshida now refuses to re- 
linquish the party leadership to | 
Hatoyama. As a result, Hatoyama 
is so furious he is willing to wreck 
the party to defeat Yoshida. 

Need’s Rival’s Support. 

Without Hatoyama’s 30 votes, 
Yoshida lacks 4 majority in the 
Diet. Hatoyama refused to swing 
his votes to Yoshida in confirming 
one cabinet member. The cabinet 
member was promptly fired and 
Hatoyama proved he can defeat 
Yoshida whenever he wishes. 
Yoshida failed during numer- 
ous conferences to patch up an 
agreement with Hatoyama, who 
demanded the premiership now 
or in the spring. Yoshida refused 
to concede and the feud has 
crown more bitter. 

If a new election is called, 
there appears to be a good chance 
that the Progressive party of 
Mamoru Shigemitsu, an arch-con- 
servative who probably would get 
along well with the United States 
would win, but the co-operation 
might be less friendly. 

The right and left wings of the 
split Socialist party have been 
trying to reach an agreement to 
unite and challenge the Liberal 
party at next elections. But the 
right wing is so conservative and 
the left wing so radical that an 
agreement appears impossible. 
Communists, who failed to win 
a Diet seat in October, have been 
remaining quiet since the elec- 
tions. : 
They have been trying to take 
advantage of the difficulties cre- 
ated by the strikes, but they are 
too weak to do more than cheer 
the breakdown in gas, electric 
and transportation services. 
Yoshida has a 1000-to-1 chance 
of pulling his party together and 
staying in power, but he is show- 
ing little leadership.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15. 


T TURNS out that all the 
| stories about Mrs. Truman not 

liking Washington and therefore 
influencing her husband not to 
run again for the presidency are 
only partly correct. 


Mrs. Truman does like Wash- 
ington; in fact, she hopes that 
after January 20 next she can 
continue to spend a lot of time 
here, perhaps éven live here after 
the new Administration absorbs 
all the limelight. 

This will please Washington 
which has liked Bess and Mar- 
garet Truman fully as much as 
it has the family of any President. 
Truman, a partisan politician, has 
evoked partisanship; his distaff 
side, without abating personal loy- 
alty to the President of his of- 
ficial family, has managed to avoid 
every trace of it. 

What Mrs, Truman Disliked. 
What Mrs, Truman hasn’t liked 
about Washington is. being the 
wife of the President and so not 
free to lead her own life here in 
peace and quiet, with time for 
her friends and no worries about 
her husband’s health and safety. 
How happy his decision to bow 
out made her has long been ap- 
parent in her relaxed and cheer- 
ful air. 

The President tells his asso- 
ciates he Will be in Washington 
only a few hours after his in- 
augural duties are done. He will 
go with Mrs. Truman to a hotel 
suite to wait for an evening train 
home and then really fade away. 
Margaret Truman expects to 
continue with her career. Appar- 
ently she thinks — and hopes— 
the public will let her pretty 
much alone, as her secretary- 
companion is one of the Truman 
staff they are seeking to place 
with a Democratic Senator. 

Mrs. Truman is no exception 
to the general rule in her feeling | 
about Washington. Every depart- 
ing Administration leaves a cer- 
tain sediment behind of people 
who don’t want to go back to 
their old home towns. It is not 
quite clear yet who and how 
many the city will inherit from 
the fair deal; certainly, nothing 
like a mass exodus is in pros-

If you know that great prob- 
lems exist, but have no very 
clear idea of what is going to be 
done about them, prediction be- 
comes impossible. There will be 
no predictions, therefore, in ‘the 
present final report on this cor- 
respondent’s recent visit of in- 
quiry abroad. The aim is, rather, 
to suggest the richness and hope- 
fulness of President-elect Eisen- 
hower’s future opportunity for 
world leadership. 

Newspaper men are unfortuh- 
ately a bit like vultures; it is 
their nature to go where the 
trouble is. Because of this occu- 
pational necessity, previous re- 
ports in this series have stressed 
the enormous difficulties the new 
president will have to surmount, 
ranging from Korea to Iran, from 
the crisis in NATO planning to a 
new system of Soviet tactics 
aimed to split the Western alli- 
ance. It would be chuckle-headed 
to ignore these difficulties, if only 
because the failure to surmount 
any one of them is quite capable 
of bringing us and the free world 
to more or less final disaster. 

Signs of Progress. 

It is also wrong, however, to 
forget the old mountaineer’s 
maxim (if it is not a real one, 
it ought to be)—“If you see a new 
peak ahead, it means you're half- 
way up the mountain.” That, 
really, is the situation of Amer- 
ica and her partner nations of 
the Western alliance at this mo- 
ment. 

For almost the first time since 
the end of the war, the traveler 
abroad can note really solid prog- 
ress of the kind that matters. 
There are the outlines, at any 
rate, of a Western system that 
can survive, can go forward, and 
can repel the pressures of the So- 
viet system. There are the symp- 
toms, at least, that this Western 
system is settling down for the 
long pull, which is the most im- 
portant thing of all. 

The first thing to strike the 
traveler is the least definable— 
a change of atmosphere. There 
are plenty of ugly things ig the 
atmosphere of Europe today, such

WASHINGTON. 


ETURNING from a tour of inquiry abroad is always a curious 
experience, for there ts a barrier of thought as well as an 
ocean barrier between Europe and America. Today, the expe- 
rience is more strange than ever, for there is the added contrast 
between the bleak certainties, the hard, inescapable realities, of 
the great world problems, and the misty uncertainty, the still-fog- 
bound outlines of the new American Administration. 


But the climate abroad has lost 
the hectic flavor of the postwar 
| period. No longer is everything 
improvised. No longer are today’s 
ee my so pressing and alarm- 
ng that it is quite impossible to 
think about tomorrow's. Govern- 
ments and individuals are settling 
inte a kind of normality. And this 
feeling that a kind of normality 
is at last returning—that every 
familiar landmark is not any 
longer likely to be blown sky-high 
iby some crisis or other—is a 
great balm in itself. 


This new feeling has been 
made possible, in turn, by the 
twe central developments of 
these last years. Politically, 
America and her partner na- 
tions have organized a loose but 
effective Western community or 
alliance, with commanding 
weight and power so long as it 
holds together. Strategically, 
America and her partner na- 
tions have moved, through this 
new Western community, te 
construct reasonable defenses 
for the free world as a whole. 
These defenses and this com- 
munity are, in effect, the great 
shields behind which economic 
and social recovery are being 
achieved. 

Along with this general recov- 
ery, there are many individually 
hopeful symptoms, such as the 
first sketch of a true European 
union that Jean Monnet is mak- 
ing at Luxembourg. In the world 
situation Eisenhower wil] in- 
herit, the foundations of the fu- 
ture have been well laid, and 
bits of the future are even being 
built already. 

Trust in Eisenhower. 

As the chief mason of the fu- 
ture, Eisenhower's opportunity 
will be all the greater, precisely 
because HE IS Eisenhower. His 
campaign oratory may have dis- 
turbed certain of our allies who 
have forgotten what American 
campaigns are like. But there is 
still a great fund of trust and 
confidence in Dwight Eisenhower, 
the man, in Britain and in Eu- 
rope. There is also the feeling

Over the gridiron weekend the 
President and Gov.

As a military man of 24 years’ serv- 
ice, I would like to comment on the 
letter “Of Two Sons” signed by a 
nauseated mother. 

Maj. John Eisenhower had nothing 
whatever to do with the choice of his 
father as President. He had chosen his 
profession long before this was consid- 
ered even a remote possibility, and is 
now enmeshed in a set of circumstances 
over which he has no control. 

His request for transfer was based on 
his desire to take the heat off the unit 
to which he was assigned. His presence 
in a combat unit is like a radio beacon 
for every Communist division in Korea; 
for what greater incentive could there 
be than to be a soldier of the lucky divi- 
sion which either destroyed, or better 
still, captured him? If your son hap- 
pened to be the son of the President- 
elect, and had the same moral courage 
as John Eisenhower, I’m sure you 
wouldn’t be nearly so nauseated. 

As for your remarks concerning his 
being a major and a graduate of West 
Point: while these seem to be complete- 
ly beside the point, I wonder if you 
have any idea of the percentage of West 
Pointers who have lost their lives in 
Korea? 

I can only hope that such a thought- 
less, self-centered attitude does not 
speak for many American mothers.

If cities wrote Ietters to Sgnta Claus as chil- 
dren do at this time of year, St. Louis certainly 


could send the Old Man of the North Pole a” 
- long, long list of things it would like to have. 


The list would range all the way from rubbish- 
collection trucks to new expressways. It would 
include hospitals, museum buildings, docks, 
grade separations and much, much more. 

But Santa just does not fill municipal stock- 
ings. What the citizens want. and need, they 
must provide for themselves. Mayor Darst 
knows that, and so he is urging the community 
to get to work on a new bond issue to meet its 
requirements. 

The Mayor first talked about such a bond 
issue last May. At that time, he listed items 
which ran to more than $67,000,000. The list 
bas grown more than a little in the intervening 
seven months. As now presented by President 
Frank J. McDevitt of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, the total comes to $219,000,000. 

* Last May, the Post-Dispatch suggested that the 

Mayor follow an old St. Louis custom and ap- 
point a citizens’ committee to make specific rec- 
ommendations to the voters. Now he says he 
is going to name such a group. In the mean- 
time, the proposals had been. pushed in the 
direction of the Citizens Supervisory Committee 
brought together to keep an eye on the disburse- 
ment of funds raised through the 1944 bond 
issue. But this committee said, quite properly, 
that consideration of new projects was beyond 
its authority which, at best, is unofficial. 

Half a year was lost this way. And now some 
people may argue that a City Administration 
ought not to propose long-range projects in 
the last months of its term. But we see no rea- 
son why the start of a study should wait for the 
beginning of a new mayoral term next April. The 
facts will be the same, no matter who may be 
the No. 1 man in City Hall. And a new Mayor 
might be especially glad to have them in authori- 
tative form. They would help him to a quick 
start toward progress and against decay. 

Some of the needs listed by Mr. McDevitt 
are imperative, and a good case can be made 
for all of them. For example, if St. Louis does 
not soon raise its share of the northern leg of 
the Third street highway project, available fed- 
eral funds will go elsewhere in Missouri. 

In fact, only $9,686,250 of the 1944 funds 
remain unobligated, not nearly enough to cover 
all the postwar projects authorized by the 
voters. So the less talk there is henceforth 
about diverting 1944 funds to new projects, the 
fewer false notions there will be about an avail- 
able reserve for public works. Practically speak- 
ing, “there ain’t no such thing.” ; 

And the city’s needs are urgent. Street and 
sewer improvements, bridges and viaducts, grade 
crossing separations, extension of the police and 
fire alarm system, traffic lights, additional hospi- 
tal facilities and the like cannot be indefinitely 
postponed. And more parks, extensions to the 
Art’ Museum, Public Library and Jefferson 
Memorial are needed, too. Serious consideration 
should be given to the proposed grouping of 
cultural facilities at Lindell boulevard and 
DeBaliviere avenue. That city-owned site cries 
for development. After all, a city does not live 
by streets and sewers alone. 

Once it is organized, a responsible, imagina- 
tive committee could analyze each item in the 
list—and perhaps some not included by Mr. 
McDevitt. For example, parking facilities. It 
could establish an order of priority. It could 
recommend a program of new developments and 
rehabilitation of existing facilities in accord 
with the city’s resources. 

Nearly three years ago the Post-Dispatch 
urged St. Louis to face its problems and to 
choose between progress or decay. During this 
interval there has been abundant evidence that 
St. Louis chooses progress. But the forces mak- 
ing for decay still overbalance those making for 
progress. .A great civic effort is overdue. 

An able citizens’ committee on the bond issue 
could contribute greatly to such an effort. It 
could prepare St. Louisans to authorize that 
which they, unhappily, never will get from 
Santa Claus. es 
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The Emptiness of It All | 


Missouri’s 13 presidential electors are dissat 
isfied. They consider their job, which is the 
formality of electing the President, to be an 
“empty honor.” They want more recognition, 
preferably in the form of front row seats at the 
President's inauguration. 

A little legal study shows exactly what the 
electors have coming to them. It is not much. 
The Federal Constitution says they shall “vote 
by ballot for President” but they are expected 
to be guided by Missouri's voters and display 
no will of their own. In return for this stern 
task, according to Missouri law, they “shall 
each receive for their services the sum of five 
dollars per day and mileage.” Nothing about 
front row seats at the inauguration. 

Our electors are, in short, duly elected and 
officially recognized Yes Men, conceived in 
political antiquity and dedicated to doing what 
they are told by public opinion. What is more, 
they know it. It would be a sad day for the 
body politic if they did otherwise. Meanwhile 
their job is as useful as that of the doorman 
before the revolving door. 

Yet this political anachronism is required by 
no less than 200 words of the Constitution. The 
electors have a rigid duty to perform, every 
four years. For that they deserve an honor 
less empty, an honor more fitting their constitu- 
tional obligation. And what could it be? 

Thirteen seats at the front, please. 
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Minimum Wages or Tips? 

Should workers in the restaurant industry 
who get tips be protected by a minimum wage of 
52 cents an hour while the minimum for their 
untipped co-workers is 75 cents? The proposal 
of such a differential in New York state, where 
minimum-wage protection for 230,000 restaurant 
workers is being considered, suggests that work- 
ers who get tips should accept as gratuities 
what they ought to have by right of having 
earned it. 

Industrial Commissioner Edward Corsi’s view 
of this philosophy is that for the. worker to be 
compelled to depend on tipping for a living is 
“ynworthy of labor in the Twentieth century.” 

If tips were truly gratuities, they would be 
far more justifiable. But the evidence in many 
cases is that tips are a portion of a fair wage 
withheld by the employer, which the customer 
is depended upon to restore. In the New York 
State hearing, testimony has been given that 
some employers pass on part of their labor costs 
in the form of tips. 

Tipping in this country 1s estimated by the 
Department of Commerce at three quarters of a 
billion dollars a year, of which restaurant tips 
account for more than half. On both the em- 


ployes’ and the employers’ sides there is senti- - 


ment for abolishing the indirect payment of 


wages in tips. As the hearings in New York 
state are demonstrating, a tip is no acceptable 
substitute for a fair minimum wage. 
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Owen Lattimore Is Accused 


Owen Lattimore, who is director of the Walter 
Hines Page School of International Relations 
at Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, and a 
former adviser to Chiang Kai-shek, has béen in- 
dicted in Washington on seven counts of perjury. 
The indictment, returned by a federal grand 
jury, grows out of Mr. Lattimore’s testimony 
before the Senate Internal Security ,;subcom- 
mittee, headed by Senator McCarran of Nevada. 

The charges are that Mr. Lattimore was un- 
truthful in his testimony before this committee, 
which is headed by Senator McCarran of Nevada. 
They concern such details of the testimony as 
whether he testified truthfully-when he said 
under oath that he had never handled the mail 
of Lauchlin Currie, an aid of the late President 


Roosevelt, and whether he made no advance ar- 


rangements prior to his visit in 1937 to Chinese

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A Debt of Thanks We All Owe 


The Washington Evening Star has just ob- 
served the one hundredth anniversary of its 
publication in the national capital with the issu- 
ance of a handsome gravure picture section, 
some of whose most striking illustrations are in 
color. Appropriately the section ties together 
the century, 1852-1952, for The Evening and 
Sunday Star with the coincidental century of the 
nation’s seat of government. For to-a large 
extent these have been a century of joint progress. 

Visitors from all parts of the country go to 
Washington every year by the hundreds of 
thousands. They marvel at the beauty of their 
national capital. They take pride in the thought 
that they own a share of the stately buildings, 
lovely parks and malls and memorials. For 
much of their pleasure and satisfaction they 
owe a debt of gratitude to The Evening Star. 

From the pre-Civil War days of its first 
editor, Joseph B. Tate, through the years of the 
several generations of the Noyes, Adams and 
Kaufmann families, The Washington Star has 
been vigilant and foresighted in advancing the 
welfare of the District of Columbia. In its 
first year. it criticized the delay in the finishing 
of the Washington monument. More than 60 
years ago The Star began its campaign against 
wasteful and dangerous railroad grade cross- 
ings and for the removal of tracks from the 
Mall. It opposed utility poles and overhead 
wires and demanded paved streets. It cam- 
paigned for a Union station, for cleaning up 
the refuse-littered Potomac flats, where now 
the beautiful cherry trees bloom each spring— 
for the preservation of world-famous Rock Creek 
park, for a free public library and a suitable 
permanent home for the district government. 

There is tragedy in the centennial section, 
including a reproduction of the announcement 
of the death of Lincoln, and humor such as the 
start of a short story contribution, “Baker's 
Cat,” by Mark Twain. But for the most part the 
section is a record of community progress. All 
who are associated m this work with Samuel 
H. Kaufmann, president, and Benjamin M. 
McKelway, editor, can take pride in The Wash- 
ington Star’s achievement for us all. 
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Behemoths in the Rush Hour 

Perhaps it was inevitable that the motor ship- 
pers should turn our streets and highways into 
rights of way for their big freight trucks. This 
does have its benefits for merchants and their 
customers. And now that the truck lines are 
paying increased highway fees, nobody is like- 
ly to lead a crusade against them. 

But in one respect they still bring a citi- 
zen’s indignation close to the boil-over point. 
And that is when they push their way through 
crowded streets during the rush hour. Take a 
look at a main artery like Twelfth boulevard 
between 5 and 6 p.m., and start counting these 
warehouses on wheels. You will be surprised. 
They are not the only cause of the traffic con- 
gestions, confusions, snarls and delays. But they 
make their contribution, 

Perhaps only drastic reconstruction of our 
streets and highways will produce a solution of 
the traffic problem. But if it makes sense to 
urge individuals to ride buses instead of taking 
up all the space required by an automobile, or 
if it is proper to ask business firms and their 
employes to consider staggered working hours 
to reduce the jam, then surely there is relief 
to be obtained by keeping these over-sized ve- 
hicles off the streets during the rush hours. 

The truck operators themselves could make 
the necessary adjustment in their schedules as 
a matter of good public relations. Or the alder- 
men could adopt an ordinance , 
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The Way to Sell Coal 

Coal interests opposing the St. Lawrence se 
way project are taking a narrow, selfish view 
which we are convinced would in the long run 
operate against even their own narrow, selfish 
concerns. They are afraid the electric power to 
be generated there would displace large quanti- 
ties of coal and bring unemployment to the coal 
industry. So the seaway is opposed, in hearings 
of the Federal Power Commission just opened, 
by the United Mine Workers, the Anthracite 
Institute, the National Coal Association and the 
Southern Coal Association. 

Coal interests fought public power in the Ten- 
nessee Valley on the same fallacious grounds. 
They looked on our economy as a static one 
which had exhausted its possibilities. The de- 
velopment of a region’s hydroelectric power, 
however, brings in more people who consume 
more of many commodities, including coal, and 
it brings in more industries which also consume 
coal and commodities whose production requires 
coal. With the burgeoning of hydropower in the 
Tennessee Valley the consumption of coal in- 
creased rather than decreased, even befere TV A's 
own. use of coal was considered. and TVA ® or 
soon will be consuming 10,000,000 tons of coal 
a year, a fourth as much again as the entire coal 
production in Tennessee 10 years ago. 

Competition is not the bugbear which the 
U.M.W. et al would make it seem. Anyone recall 
that old adage that it is the life of trade? 
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“OK, TURN HIM LOOSE!”

Soil-conservation progress in our coun- 
try is in serious danger. Forces are at 
work to weaken, render impotent, or even 
to wreck the Soil Conservation Service 
and its program—the first such program 
undertaken anywhere in the world and 


_ one which now is being imitated in many 


parts of the world. 

It seems almost incredible that I should 
have to speak out and express my belief 
that the whole great structure of the SCS 
is being undermined. I don’t like the role 
of a critic. When I 
retired trom the De- 
partment of Agricul- 
ture last April, after 
having served nearly 
50 years, I felt that I 
was entitled to catch 
up on my hunting 
and fishing, in which 
I’m about 15 yqars 
bebind. 

But as I observe 
what is happening to 
ation 
program, I am left no 
choice. — all, I 
spent 28 years il 
preaching the need reget Bonnets 
for conservation before the Government 
did anything about it. I spent 18 years 
helping to build the soil-conservation pro- 
gram. I feel that I have a stake in the 
future of our land. 


Each Farre Constitutes a Problem 
The Soil Conservation Service was es- 


tablished in 1935 by Congress and was an 
outgrowth of the earlier Soil Erosion Serv- 


ice, started in 1933, the first attempt by 


any nation to halt the appalling losses of 
soil and soil fertility. 

We knew in the beginning that soi 
conservation would be a long hard job, 
without any short cuts. First, research 
would have to be carried out to get the 
needed answers before we could make 
practical plans for farms. When it came to 
actually stopping erosion, practically noth- 
ing was known about the wholé complex 
relationship between water, soil, sjopes, 
plants, methods of tillage, and so on. 

We also knew that each farm presented 
a separate and distinct problem. You 
couldn't just give a farmer a batch of 
practices and say, “Here, these’ will fix 
vour soil.” No, you had to have the means 
to, prescribe an exact conservation plan 
for each farm. 

We recognized. too, that the farmer 
would have to do the conservation job. 
The Government couldn't do it for him. 
This meant that the soil-conservation pro- 
gram had to be decentralized, with local 
control and management. This was done 
through the development of locally or- 
ganized and farmer-operated soil-conserva- 
tion districts. We have every reason to 
be proud of the soi]-conservation program 
carried out under this system. 


ACP’s Shotgun Approach 


The SCS and the soil-conservation dis- 
tricts have done their work. efficiently. 
For every $1 of taxpayers’ money spent 
by the SCS more than $5 worth of effec- 
tive and lasting conservation has been ap- 
plied on the land. The SCS and the dis- 
tricts could finish the remaining conserva- 
tion job in only 20 years, if supplied the 
trained manpower and money. And it 
would be a high-quality conservation job. 

This could be done, if SCS were left 
alone to go ahead with its job. But SCS 
hasn’t been left alone. It is being “co- 
ordinated” with the ACP—or Agricultural 
Conservation Program — which operates 
under the Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration. 

While the SCS has promoted permanent 
conservation based on tomplete farm plans 
pinpointed to the idividual farm, the 
ACP has been a shotgun affair, offering 
farmers a catalog of “practices” from 
which they can pick and choose and for 
which they receive payment. 

Many of these ACP practices are desir- 
able, but paying a farmer year after year 


é 
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for applying the same practice to the 
same land just doesn’t add up to progress 
in soil conservation. 

ACP is a monster of a program, spend- 
ing around a quarter of a billion dollars 
a year where SCS has been costing about 
$60,000,000. And the whole theme of 
PMA’s philosophy is economic controls 
and subsidy, not the single-minded scien- 
tific approach to long-range protection and 
wise use of the land. 

Obviously, it is wasteful to have two 
federal agencies aiming at soil conserva- 


‘tion. The conservation programs should be 


unified. But it appears to me that the 
power-hungry, politically motivated PMA 
now is engulfing the SCS. 


Taking Away the Farmer's Tools 


A recent “realignment” of responsibility 
for the survey and research work in the 
USDA would take away from SCS much 
of its research in soils, crop management 
and water management—and would load 
down the SCS with responsibility for na- 
tional soil surveys. To divert the SCS to 
the job of gathering the great amount of 
technical data wanted by soil scientists 
for purely classification purposes is bound 
to slow down practical soil conservation. 

Most serious, in my opinion, are the 
moves to take research away from the SCS 
on the ground that it isn’t a research 
agency. To strip SCS of'research would be 
like taking the tools out of a farmer’s shop 
on the grounds that he should take all of 
his repair and maintenance work to the 
factories that made his machines. 

Every year of experience I have had 
convinces me that the future of our land 
demands a clean-cut program aimed di- 
rectly at one goal—conservation. 

For the long-run future it should be 
obvious that we cannot continue the amaz- 
ing duplication of two conservation pro- 
grams. We must, sooner or later, come to 
just one program. It seems to me that 
common sense dictates that it should be 
the program of the SCS. 


Sound Program Is Vital 


If national policy dictates continuance 
of conservation payments to farmers, let 
these be made on a selective basis, aimed 
at the actual needs of the land. Let them 
be made for installation of complete land- 
protection and sound land-use programs 
on farms in line with technical require- 
ments of genuine conservation. Let them 
be used to help finance the heavy land- 
treatment costs involved in watershed im- 
provement for flood contro]. Let them aid 
farmers in developing needed new lands. 

But let’s stop this foolish business of 
trying to buy conservation on a catch- 
as-catch-can basis at so much per acre for 
any and all acres. It just can’t be done 
that way. 

Above all, let’s take a new sober look 
at what has been happening to the Soil 
Conservation Service and its program. 
The soil-conservation program we had be- 
fore the wreckers got to work is still the 
program we need for the future. Let’s re- 
store it and give it a green light to go 
ahead with its job—a job that is vital to 
the future of our nation.

Between Book Ends 


Great Classic in New Version 


THE SONG OF ROLAND, translated by Frederic 
Bliss Luquiens. (Macmillan Co., 101 pgs., $2.75.) 
_If there is someone on your Christmas 
list with a taste for the early medieval pe- 
riod, this new translation of the Chanson 
de Roland should please him. It is nicely 
bound and printed, and the famous verses 
come, this time, in unrhymed pentameter, 
which somehow seems more suitable than 
previous translations. This translation was 
discovered some time after the death in 
1940 of Prof. Luquiens, of Yale, an author- 
ity on early French who completed the 
English Chanson, apparently, for his own 
amusement only. 


There is something wonderful about the | 
Chanson. Whatever it is, it is not history. 
The exciting event which it describes, if 
it took place at all, almost certainly did 
not follow the song invented by some un- 
known troubador to celebrate it. The won- 
derful thing about the Chanson is that it 
was already old when William attacked 
Hastings to the singing of the anson, 
and Henry Adams noted that in his day, 
in this century, it was still known by heart 
by every French schoolboy. 


How is this explained? Charlemagne has 
invaded Spain. As he leaves, a rearguard 
force under Roland is attacked and wiped 
out by the Spanish Arabs. The plot is not 
enough. 


Beyond the bare plot, however, is the 
fact that Charlemagne was able to con- 
quer a good part of Europe, to unite the 
barbarian tribes, and in a sense to found 
Western civilization. Woven in the Chan- 
son is a glimpse of the stuff that bound 
Western civilization together: Whatever 
name we give it, it was a feeling of be- 
longing to something bigger than the tribe, 
even bigger than the then current con- 
cept of “nation.” 


Chivalry is one word. Christianity is an- 
other. Feudal values have been systematic- 
ally discredited by at least three genera- 
tions now, and in the last half of the 
twentieth century men’ will wonder at the 
Christianity which led Roland to the love 
of wanton butchery described in the Chan- 
son. 


But none of this explains the hold the 
Chanson has had on the heart of Western 
man. As our century wanes, hardly less 
bloody than Charlemagne’s, we may won- 
der where the stuff is coming from to 
bind together the new community of man 
—a wider community than ninth century 
Europe. to be sure. Maybe there is a hint 
in. the Chanson: maybe the heart of West- 
ern man has known it all along.

Was it necessary that the U.N.

Writer Who Said Ameri- 
can Agents Held Him 
for Year Was Lying, 
Tokyo Sources Assert. 


TOKYO, Dec. 17 .AP) — The 
United States told Japan Monday 
that leftist writer Wataru Kaji 
was involved in a Communist spy 
ring and had appealed to United 
States authorities for shelter from 
his Communist bosses, a highly 
reliable source said today. 

The source reported: 

The American note to the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office said Kaji 
was lying when he told Parlia- 
ment he was held illegally by 
American counter - intelligence 
agents for more than a year. 

The note also told of American 
efforts to smash a Communist spy 
ring operating in Japan since at 
least 1951. 

Officials Silent, 


The secret three-page note was 
delivered to the Foreign Office in 
response to questions about Kajji’s 
allegations. Both American em- 
bassy and Japanese officials re- 
fused to discuss the note. 


A Foreign Office spokesman 
told a néws conference yester- 
day that Japanese police were in- 
vestigating the spy ring. 

A Japanse radio operator has 
been arrested for broadcasting 
illegal messages to Vladivostok 
and North Korea. He said he 
sent them for the Communists 
only after showing them to 
United States authorities. 


A member of the Soviet mission 
in Japan was involved in the ring, 
Japanese newspapers reported. 


Kaji was reported to be a close 
associate’ of the No. 2 Japanese 
Communist, Sanzo Nozaka. 


The source said the American 
note made these poi:ts: 


Kaji’s story was an attempt to 
eonvince his Communist bosses he 
was held under duress. Actually 
he was not. 


Caught in U.S. Trap. 


American agents. discovered 
while investigating the spy ring 
that espionage headquarters com- 
municated with its agents through 
Japanese intermediaries. United 
States agents laid a trap—and 
caught Kaji. Kaji admitted being 
a Communist intelligence officer 
and said his life was in danger 
because he had confessed. He 
pleaded for refuge because of fear 
of his Communist bosses and be- 
cause he was ill of tuberculosis 
and needed treatment. 


Kaji was offered shelter and 
medical care. He was released 
prior to April 28, when the peace 
treaty went into effect, and made 
arrangements with friends for his 
care. 

Ten days ago Kaji apparently 
felt himself cured and returned 
home.

A purge was called for. Such 
officials, it was said, “must be 
removed from leading posts 
throughout, without hesitation, 
regardless of their services in the 


past.” 
Dictator Dismissed. 


In April of this year, at the 
plenary session of the party con- 
ference, and in the presence of 
Beria from Moscow, as Stalin’s 
representative, the first secretary | 
of the party, Charviani, was dis- 
missed. He had occupied his posi- 
tion, the position of dictator of 
Georgia for at least thirteen 
years, and during that time had 
enjoyed the especial confidence 
of Stalin. His dismissal showed 
that the purge of the previous 
November, thought far-reaching, 
had been inadequate. 


He was succeeded by a new 
first secretary, called Mgledaze, 
who made an important speech 
which showed why the purge was 
inadequate. 

The old malpractices were still 
continuing. They included irreg- 
ularities in bookkeeping, finan- 
cial swindles, the inflation of 
statistics in co-operative and col- 


lecive farms, the embezzlement of 


large sums by public organiza- 
tions (including the Tiflis build- 
ing trust “which embezzled and 
overspent more than ten mil- 
lion roubles in 1950"), the turn- 
ing out of faulty goods by fac- 
tories, idleness and corruption in 
piblic enterprises. 

As an example, the Georgia 
hydro-electric building trust had 
been building a five-story house 
in an important position in the 
city for five years and had not 
finished it yet. 

On top of this there were 
charges of faulty and skimped 
building; houses with crooked 
doors, large cracks in the walls, 
plaster falling as soon as it was 
put up, faulty water and elec- 
tricity connections. 

Bad Sanitary Setup. 

Mgledaze went on to give a hor- 
rifying picture of the sanitary 
arrangements of large parts of | 
Tiflis. The whole thing, he said | 
in effect, was due to the softness, 
slackness, apat*y and corruption | 
of the local party officials, The 
purge was to continue. 
The next instalment occurred 
in September of this year at the 
full party congress in Tiflis. 
Mgledaze spoke again. A great 
deal had been done, he said, in 
effect. During the past year 
many heads had fallen and many 
malpractices were eliminated, but 
there was even more still to be 
done, He proceeded to come out 
with an entirely new charge, 
hitherto not even hinted at, and 
indicative of a state of affairs 
that even the more sceptical ob- | 
servers of Soviet progress had | 
not yet suspected. 

He accused numbers of local 
party leaders of trying to turn | 
themselves into independent 
“chieftains” setting their local | 
interests above the interests of | 
the country, and aspiring to com- 
plete autonomy of action. 

Men Being Dealt With. 

These men were being dealt | 
with, he went on. But, he said, | 
“‘We have no guarantee that there | 
will not be further aspirations to 
chieftainship. The division and 
partition of Georgia has always 
been promoted by enemies of the 
Georgian people. There have even 
been attempts at this‘ under So- 
viet rule.” 

He concluded, ominously to | 
those with long memories, with 
a reference to the great purges 
of 1937. 

“Those who are seeking to di- 
vide Georgia and exercise chief- 
tainship over separate provinces 
or to set one province against an- 
other, will be crushed in Stalin’s 
manner.” The Georgians know | 
what Stalin’s manner is, none | 
better. | 

All this, and much more be- | 
sides, has been taking place in) 
Georgia during the last twelve | 
months, but not one member of 
all the visiting delegations with | 
their eye-witness reports have | 
said a word about it.

LONDON, Dec. 17 (AP)—Brit-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17--Ca- 
reer diplomat John Carter Vin- 
cent, whose dismissal has been 
recommended by the President's 
loyalty review board, is an “old 
China hand” by the way of Kan- 
sas and Georgia. 

The term is a friendly descrip- 
tion of Americans who spent a 
good part of their adult years in’ 
China, either as diplomats, mis- 
sionaries or business men. 

Vincent has the rank of career 
minister, a grade calling for base 
salary of $13,500 a year. 

Easy-Going Man. 

Those who have worked with 
him in the State Department de- 
scribe him as an easy-going man, 
extremely frank even to the point 
of indiscretion at times. 

Little is known about Vincent's 
career before he entered the for- 
eign service in 1924 as a clerk in 
the American consulate at Chang- 
sha in China. 

He was born in Seneca, Kan., 
Aug. 19,.1900. He attended high 
school in Macon, Ga., and later 
Was graduated from Mercer uni- 
versity in Georgia. 

He served in the Army in World 
War I, and was inthe real estate. 
business thereafter until joinjng | 
the Government, at the age of 24. 

Vincent himself supplied the 
best available “case history” of. 
himself when he defended him- | 
self before the Senate Internal | 
Security subcommittee against 
charges by Senator McCarthy and 
former Communist Louis Budenz 
about alleged Communist connec- 
tions. 

He noted that although service 


abroad made it impossible for him 
to join a political party, he was 
“a Jeffersonian Democrat; a Lin- 
colnian Republican and an ad- 
mirer since youth of Woodrow 
Wilson.” 

His father was a real estate 
agent in Georgia and an active 
member of the Baptist Church. 
His bother is a banker in Spar- 
tanburg, S.C., he told he com- 
mittee, and his sister is married 
to R. Adm. Allen E. Smith. 


His wife’s two brothers, John 
and Fred Slagle, he related, were 
in the insurance business, one at 
Chicago and the other at 
City. “Both, as I understand it, 
are respected and sturdy Repub- 
licans,” he said.

Yield Is Below Goal—Wheat 
Output 1,291,447,000 Bu. 
Which Is Above Aim. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (UP)— 
The Department of Agriculture's 
final crop report of the year to- 
day fixed the size of the 1932 
corn crop at 3,306,735,000 bushels 
and set wheat production at 
1,291,447.000 bushels. 

The Government's 1952 goals 
had called for production of 
3,375,000,000 bushels of corn and 
1,165,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
The goals, based on estimated 
need, are purely advisory. 

The corn crop, up from last 
month's 3,302,875,000 bushel esti- 
mate, is the second largest on 
record. It compared with revised 
figures of 1951 output of 2,899,- 
169,000 bushels and 10-year av- 
erage production of 3,011,652,000 
bushels. 

A key livestock feed. the crop 
will help farmers meet feed needs 
of growing livestock population 
as they face tighter supplies in 
other feed grain crops this year. 

The wheat crop, the third larg- 
est in history, compares with re- 
vised 1951 production figures of 
980,810,000 bushels and average 
1941-50 ouput of 1,084,664,000 
bushels. 

If the 1953 wheat crop is cut 
from drouth that plagued winter 
wheat planting this fall, the big 
crop will furnish badly needed 
reserve supplies next year. But 
andther crop like this year's 
' would create a serious wheat sur- 
plus problem.

New Boxing Rules to 


Go Into Effect Jan. 1 
In New York State 


ALBANY, N.Y., Dec. 17 (UP)— 
A new set of rules for profes- 
sional boxing and wrestling— 
most of them designed to clean 
up the sports in New York state— 


will go into effect Jan. 1. 

The revised regulations give 
the state athletic commission 
power to suspend boxing and 
wrestling licenses without ad- 
vance hearings. 

The new rules also: 

1. Make it mandatory for the 
announcer at all fights to turn 
over to a commission representa- 
tive the score cards of the judges 
and the referee before announc- 
ing a decision. ; 
2. Require the posting of new 
signs at arenas reading: ‘No bet- 
ting allowed — offenders will be 
removed and prosecuted.” 

3. Proclaim no wrestler “shall 
molest, hit or abuse any spectator, 
referee or judge.” 

The commission will suspend or 
revoke the license of any pro- 
moter or corporation failing to 
enforce the no-betting regulation.

This should be the first 
‘| precept instilled in the mind of 
every hunter but, unfortunately, 
such as not the case. 

| “The Ten Commandments of 
Safety” have been publicized time 
‘and time again but they are fla- 
grantly violated on nearly every 
h g trip by an overwhelming 


‘majority of sportsmen. Perhaps. 


have become too common- 
place, or have become a catch- 
phrase that gives only lip service 
and is meaningless when the pur-’ 
suit of game is involved. From 
‘the Texas plains to the Gaspe 
Peninsula in Canada, the story is 
the same. Hunting accidents are 
dncreasing by leaps and bounds. 
Colorado, Utah, Wisconsin, South 
‘Dakota, California, and the Ozark 
hills of Missouri—all the states 
are involved. Squirrel, deer, and 
rabbits, pheasants, quail and tur- 
‘key—any game that you can name 
will: have a black mark involving 
a critical injury or fatality some 
time during the waning year. 

“Not Careful Enough. 

Mr. Average Hunter insists on 
climbing fences with a loaded gun 
in his hand. Ask him to let you 
take his gun while he climbs the 
fenée and much of the time you 
will get a “No, thanks, I can make 
it my myself.” You get into the 
ear with him to move.on to anew 
hunting place. “Did you unload 
your gun?” you inquire. “No, we 
are-only going a short distance 
up the road; it will be all right,” 
is the reply you get much too 
often. 

Anything can happen with a 
gug. This writer recalls a quail 
hugt ‘in which the guns were 
carpfully handed over the fence 

f then laid on the ground. 
While the other hunters were 
climbing the fence an eager 
pointer cleared it without even 
touthing the top  barbed-wire 
strand, pressed the button of the 
autoloading shotgun with the pad 
of his foot, and pulled the trigger 
‘with his paw! The charge of shot 
immediately exploded, barely 
gnissing the foot of a hunter stand- 
‘ing nearby. It is also timely to 
recall a deer hunt of many years 
ago near Red Cut, in Wayne coun- 
ty. Five fast shots rang out and 
‘then silence. “Did you kill it, 
Bill?” “Don’t know,” was the an- 
swer. “Was it a deer?” he was 
asked. “Don’t know; it was some- 
thing moving through the woods,” 
he'replied. We spent the rest of 
the day hunting in territory far 
removed from Red Cut! 

Missouri’s record of five fatali- 
ties and two serious injuries dur- 
ing the 1952 deer season is great-} 
er than the combined total of all 
the past years. Pennsylvania, Colo- 
rado, and Michigan, as well as 
other states with large deer herds, 
report a heavy mortality this sea- 
gon. Somehow deer hunting acci- 
dents are front page news, while 
rabbit, squirrel, and upland game 
hunting casualties are given little 
mention. But they all go into the 
same record book, and each year 
the number grows greater. 

Gun Safety Is Ignored. 

Many schools are now giving 
courses in fly and bait casting, 
but instruction in gun safety is 
entirely ignored. Sportsmen’s clubs 
could perform a valuable service 
in holding instruction classes for 
youths in marksmanship and prop- 
‘er gun handling. Boy Scout lead- 
ers could likewise do their bit in 
safety practices. | 

How many times have you been 
afield -when another,* walking 
ahead of you, had the muzzle of 
his gun pointed toward you with- 
out giving any thought to the dan- 
ger? And how many times have 
you seen your companions prop 
their guns on the side of an auto- 
mobile where a hunting dog could 
knock over and possibly discharge 
them? How often have you noticed 
someone unloading his gun with- 
out pointing it directly to the 
ground and away from any by- 
stander? No one wants.to be a 
crank and constantly carp and 
harp about the negligence of oth- 
ers, but a word of caution could 
save a life—yours! 

Guns of today are modern, ac- 
@urate, and lethal. The old Ozark 
pioneer, in describing the guns of 
his youth, was telling of the flint- 
lock rifle. According to him, you 
cocked the hammer, pulled the 
trigger, and the gun went “chuck, 


fizz” and, finally, “bang!” Back |® 


in those days you might have had 
time to duck, but today only by 
the strictest observance of the 
“Ten Commandments of Safety,” 
plus all_the other precautionary 
measures that you can devise, can 

you be assured of a pleasant day 
afield and the safe and happy re- 
turn of you and your one 
companions.

JOHN Mahoney is head 
dummy of this operation but he has a lot of com- 
pany, chiefly a roughneck named Knucklehead, 
who eats oysters with the shells on. Then there’s 
a character called Oswald who is pretty hard to 
explain. Oswald is not exactly a dummy and he 
certainly isn’t human. Winchell contrives him by 
turning on his back and making some sort of face 
out of the top of his héad and his mouth and one 
thing and another. Why he wants to do this I 
couldn’t say except it’s harder that way.

OSWALD IS A BRASSY loud-mouthed character 
given to such utterances as: “J’ve been in the 
woods communing with the birds and the bees. I 
wanted to hear their side of the story.” Or: “O, 
Nellie, why do yeu kiss the milkman when we owe 
the grocer so much?” While making lke Oswald, 
Winchell also operates Jerry Mahoney, which is 
altogether quite a feat. The two even sing duets 
together. You can hardly fail to admire such 
breathtaking versatility though it doesn’t always 
add up to wild entertainment. 

As if all this weren’t enough, this is also a quiz 
show, possibly the most elaborate quiz on the air. 
They don’t just tell the clues on this one. They 
dance them or sing them or act them. Some of the 
song and dance acts are pretty good but, as quiz 
clues, they’re far from enlightening. Once a dance 
team did a very pretty and tricky version in black 
and white of the song “Tophat, White Tie and 
Tails” which was intended as a clue to the identity 
of Hazel, the cartoon character in The Saturday 
Evening Post. I don’t know who decided that so 
elegant a song had anything to do with Hazel, a 
decidedly inelegant character.

THE DRAMATIC VIGNETTES—I guess that’s 
the word to describe them—are, well, terribly dra- 
matic. One of them featured a scientist (played by 
Winchell) trying to escape from an Iron Curtain 
country. There was shooting and a lot of wild talk 
from the scientist, all of which was supposed to 
add up to E. Phillips Oppenheim, I can’t think 
why. On another one, Winchell and Mahoney did 
that operating room sequence which J] seem to 
recall Edgar Bergen and Charlie McCarthy doing 
in vaudeville many, many years ago. It’s still a 
very funny sketch. 

Because the songs, the dances, the vignettvs are 
not very illuminating, a quizmaster, who spells 
Winchell while he changes costumes or just pants 
from over-exertion, throws hints at the contestants 
‘which are so terribly explicit that almost no one 
ever misses a question. It all ends, as all quizzes 
must, with the jackpot question conducted over the 
inevitable telephone. The contestants don’t guess 
this one right very often because, after all, quite 
a lot of dough is involved.

LET’S SEE, what else? It seems like almost too 
much already, doesn’t it? Singing, dancing, ven- 
triloquism, drama, quiz contests. But no. They 
sometimes have a guest star, too. Not long ago it 
was Miss America, who did a bit of necking with 
Jerry Mahoney. All the glamour girls make passes 
at the dummies these days. A few months back it 
was Marilyn Monroe making passes at Charlie 
McCarthy. They got lots of sex appeal, these 
dummies. 

There’s no doubt but that Winchell is a multi- 
talented fellow all right, perhaps a little too much 
so for his own good, His Jerry Mahoney has never 
assumed’ quite the personality or wit of Charlie 
McCarthy (whom he closely resembles). For my 
money, there’s just a little too much of everything.

BUTTER CRUNCH. 


One-half cup blanched almonds, 
three-fourths cup butter, one cup 
sugar, one-fourth cup water, one 
tablespoon corn syrup. 

Arrange almonds on baking 
sheet and bake in slow oven 
(325 degrees-fahrenheit) about 10 
minutes, untél brown. Chop, and 
shake in a sieve into a bowl. 
Place -chopped nut meats in 
greased 8x8-inch pan, reserving 
heavy saucepan, add sugar, and 
stir over low heat until sugar is 
dissolved. Add water and corn 
syrup, and cook over low heat, 
stirring occasionally, until the 
brittle state (300. degrees fahren- 
heit) is reached. Remove from 
heat and pour over nut meats at 
once. Mark in squares when al- 
most cool and. sprinkle with 
sieved nut meats. Yield: About 
25 squares, 

FUDGE. 


Two squares chocolate, two- 
thirds cup milk or evaporated 
milk, two cups sugar, one-eighth 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
butter, one teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract. 

Combine chocolate, cut in 
pieces, and milk in heavy 2-quart 
saucepan and stir over low heat 
until chocolate is melted. Add 
gradually sugar and salt, and stir 
over low heat until sugar is dis- 


‘ solved, Cook without stirring over 


low heat until the soft-ball stage 
(232 degrees fahrenheit) is 
reached. Remove from heat and 
add butter and vanilla extract. 
Place pan in cold water and cool 
to lukewarm (110 degrees fahren- 
heit). Beat until mixture begins 
to thicken and to lose its shine. 
Pour into greased 6x6-inch pan.

Heating Odors. 


N our travels we have found 
H a good many homes that just 

aren’t worth hanging around in 
during very cold weather because 
of the unpleasant odor created by 
the heating system. This is very 
unfortunate because aside from 
the unpleasant odor, most of these 
homes are very attractive. 

One cause of the unpleasant 
odor you get when the heating 
system is on is due to nothing 
more than dust and dirt. When 
dust is heated it has a sort of 
nasty smell to it, and the best 
way to get rid of the odor is to 
get rid of the dust. 

In many cases the unpleasant 
odor comes from the burning 
fuel, which for one reason or 
another has found a means of 
getting into .the house proper. 
This is very serious, because some 
of the gases producing this odor 
are explosive and dangerous to 
health. % 

Gases of this kind will often 
get into the house through a leak 
in the chimney or even mo 
often, through a small leak in the 
metal stove pipe between chimney 
and furnace. 

The firepot of many warm air 
furnaces is made up in sections 
and the joint between sections is 
sealed with furnace cement. In 
time this cement will fail and 
gases can flow out through the 
joint. The only effective cure 
here is to disassemble the sec- 
tions and apply fresh cement.
